Praises Communist Party: 


Points To Red Leaders 


In Other Countries

party—would assume the leadership 
of our country.” Mr. Molotov told 
his Moscow constituency. “To these 
people one could reply with a sim­

Later in his speech Mr. Molotov 
stressed confidence in the “overtak­ 
ing and surpassing ei^nomically of 
the most developed capitalist coun­ 
tries-’, including the United States 
-by 
the 
communist-led 
Soviet 
Union. 
Tells Of Peace Effo rt* 
He said that the Soviet Union 
has done a great deal to create an 
effective organization to preserve 
peace and wishes success to the 
United Nations. 
“Our participation in this organi­ 
zation is aimed at insuring its ef­ 
fective part in preventing new wars 
and in curbing all and every im­ 
perialist aggressor and ravisher of 
the will of other nations.” Mr. 
Molotov said.

Declaring that there is no need 
to speak too much about people “of 
the other world”, opposed to the 
Communist 
party, 
Mr. 
Molotov

“How can it be helped if the 
Soviet people have become akin 
to and grown together with their 
Communist party? 
“And if some people abroad still 
do not like it. we can console such 
people: Nowadays one can see not 
infrequently in other countries, too, 
that communists as leaders enjoy 
the confidence of the broad masses 
of people.” 
Boast* O f Red M ight 
Covering a wide range of Soviet 
policy in all fields, Mr. Molotov 
admitted 
that 
Russia 
needs 
“a 
lengthy period of peace and insured 
security” and is willing and axious 
to co-operate for peace. 
“This does not mean we are 
heedless in regard to the might of 
the Red army and our navy.” he 
said. “ No, we do not relax our con 
cern about our armed forces. Our 
army should not be second to the 
army of any other country.” 
The foreign commissar singled 
out three specific points on which 
to critize Allied policies in occu­ 
pied countries: 
The continued presence of “hun­ 
dreds of thousands” of German 
troops in the British and Anteri 
ran zones of Germany, “the Polish 
fascist” Gen. Anders army in Italy 
and the'R ussian White Guard in­ 
fantry corps still on “territory out 
side the Soviet zone” in Austria. 
“This is why the Soviet people 
display such vigilance when pos­ 
sible sources of violation of peace 
and international security or some 
intrigues to this effect are in ques­ 
tion,” he suid.
